Cy At that time I-deemed it my privilege 


i _ and duty to remind your honorable body 


“of the assurances given to our constit- 
uents, and, mindful of the responsibilities 
resting upon me as chief executive, I ex- 
pressed the hope for your co-operation in 
a spirit that would secure the faithful 
fulfillment of the trust reposed in us and 
bring forth results beueticial to the city. 

I deeply regret that circumstances un- 
necessary now to refer to, prevented the 
establishment of such harmonious rela- 
tions between your honorable body and 
myself during the greater part of the 
year, as are absolutely essential to. dis- 
pose of all business coming before us 
without partiality or unjust discrimination. 

The final adjustment of the exist ng dif- 
ferences has been greeted with general 
satisfaction, and your aid and assistance 
to establish such conditions as will in- 
duce confidence and encouragement to 
renewed efforts in that direction in be-

half of public interest will be highly ap- 
preciated. 

Iu my last message I pointed to the 
best means of securing good, honest and 
economical government as well as con- 
tinued progress in the general condition 
of our prosperous community. It may be 
well to remind your honorable bédy, be- 
fore I refcr to other city ' departments, 
that the fundamental principle’ in city 
government as well as in individual man- 
agement, is an economical administration 
and disbursement of the city funds. No 
work should be undertaken or contracted 
for by your ‘honorable body unless you 
have the funds in hand wherewith to 
meet the costs of the expenditure, 

This is not only a principle underlying 
good business management, but it is ren- 
dered mandatory and obligatory in your 
case by the provisions of the law. With 
this reference to the general principles 
which underlie all municipal action in 
every branch of the city government, I 
pass on to a ecousideration of the various 
departments. 

During the last year it has been clearly 
demonstrated that the time has come to 
recognize the absolute necessity of a 


SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 


The advisory board appointed at the 
meeting held on March 26 last and con- 
sist-ng of the Messrs. Arthur Seitz, Palm- 
er Campbell, Anthonio Borrone, John F. 
O’Hara, Richard Mooney, John Raffo, 
W. G. Faist, William Crawford, Patrick 
Driscoll, Henry Mehl, Gustav Hauser, 
Charles F. Mattlage, John Schmalz and 
Oscar Frommel, thave given the prob- 
lem most thorough consideration, and in 

3 their final report made such recommenda- 
tions as to leave no doubt what course to 
pursue. 

The work performed by these gentle- 
men is highly commendable and their re- 
‘port is most thorough and complete. The 
‘printed copies of the report may be had 
by any taxpayer and all those who de- 
sire information upon this important sub- 
ject. 

The city is put to considerable expense 
yearly for cleaning sewers, which expend- 


iture, under preseut conditions, is made 
without material compensating results. 

It is false economy to try to improve 
upon our present sewers without inaug- 
uration of a general sewerage plan, and 
immediate initiatory steps should be tak- 
en to make this important improvement 
possible without loss of time. 

The numerous complaints which reach 
us from citizens whose conditions are 
made miserable by lack of proper sew- 
erage accommodations, should receive our 
consideration and we should extend to 
them every effort to improve their con- 
dition, but at the same time we should 
impress upon them, and, indeed, upon 
all of our citizens, that permanent relief 
from the present sewerage conditions cau 
be brought about only by earnest and 
energetic efforts on our part and by pa- 
tient endurance of present evils by the 
complaining taxpayer. 

The new drain-box piaced in ourteenth 
and Grand streets from Clinton to Thir- 
teenth streets has rendered good service, 
and the new connection of the Willow 
avenue sewer with the Ferry street main 
sewer at Ferry street has benefited great- 
ly the immediate property. The box 
sewer in Clinton street between Second 
and Third streets ‘has been thoroughly 
repaired and is relieving the surrounding 
property. These improvements are ac- 
cepted as evidence of your sincerity and 
are highly appreciated. ; 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


The following improvements in street 
grading and repaving show a good record 
for the last year: 


~ Eleventh street, between Clinton street 


and the westerly boundary line. 

Jackson street, between Fourth and 
VWifth street. 

Grand street, between Seventh and 
Wighth streets. 

Seventh street, between Clinton and 


Jefferson streets, 
Monroe street, between 


Iwighth streets. 
_Jefferson street, between Tourth and 
Highth streets. 


Vifth and 
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Jackson street, between Newark ave- 
nue and Paterson plankroad. 

‘Adams streets, between TFirst and Sec- 
ond streets. 

Second street, between Monroe and 
Jackson streets. 

And, furthermore, bids for repaving of 
the following streets have been received: 

Willow avenue, between First and 
Second streets. 


Madison street, between First and 
Third streets. 
Sixth street, between Park avenue 


and Clinton street. 

The good condition of the streets adds 
greatly, if not mainly, to the attractive- 
ness of any city for the visiting stranger, 
but as a matter of local pride, particular 
attention should be paid to the general 
appearance of our streets. 

In passing through our streets, one can- 
not help noticing the unseemly advertise- 
ments upon paper and bunting hanging 
loosely and raggedly from our telegraph 
poles and other structures on our prin- 
cipai streets. Such sights are not an at- 
traction to the stranger, and cannot be 
said to lend beauty to the city, and I 
would suggest that some measure be 
adopted to prevent their continuance. 

In my first Message, a year ago, in ref- 
erence to 


STREET CLEANING, 


I pointed out how everybody in the com- 
munity might contribute towards a clean- 
ly condition of our streets, by instructing 
their employees how to dispose of the 
sweepings from the sidewalks. The 
throwing of waste paper and refuse into 
the streets is still permitted to go on, 
although a decided improvement in this 
direction is noticeable. 


Our Street Cleaning Department has 
done its duty, and a more effective system 
of regular street cleaning during the past 
year has been instituted in this depart- 
ment, and is appreciated by the public; 
nevertheless close superintendence will be 
necessary to further increase the good 
results obtained. 


PUBLIC PLAx-GROUND.. . 

Play grounds for children, especially for 
boys, on vacant lots, which might be 
loaned to the city by ’public spirited cit- 
izens, or hired for a small rent, would 
prove a great boon to them, while the 
expense to the city, as compared with 
the benefit, would be but little, where at 
the same time it would be a relief to 
the people occupying resident property. 

Experience in other cities in this line 
has shown good results, inasmuch as public 
play grounds greatly improved the be- 
havior of our youngsters, while window 
smashing and general recklessness have 
given place to orderly playing. 

Such play grounds could be made at- 
tractive. by light gymnastic apparatus, 
and thus become popular with those 
youngsters who at present are a menace 
to private property; and our 

-CITY PARKS. 


It is, perhaps, due to the fact that we 
have not public play grounds for our chil- 
dren that our park keepers meet with 
great difficulty in properly keeping our 
parks, especially Church Square Park, in ~ 
such condition as would make these places 
attractive, and beautifying to the city. 

However, we believe a great deal more 
attention might be given to the cultiva- 
tron of the grass and shrubbery as well 
as to the neatness of the park walks, 
and I hope the park keepers will exhibit 
in future their appreciation of the in- 
tended increase in their salaries, by giv- 
ing more attention to the improvement 
of the parks intrusted to their care, 


SCHOOLS. 

There is no department in our city 
government in which the people are more 
deeply interested than that of our public 
schools, and I shall at all times consider 
it my foremost duty to take active part 
in the proper administration of this de- 
partment, 

The gentlemen entrusted with the af- 
fairs of our school government have my 
absolute confidence, and will no doubt 
contribute in every possible manner to- 
wards the furtherance of the efficiency of 
our schools. 


The inspection of our school buildings 
in the early part of last year disclosed 
the fact that seemingly but very little 
had been done during the past few years 
to keep them in proper repair, and al- 
though the board of estimate advised a 
limit to the expenditure in this direction 
to the amount appropriated, the commit- 
tee ordered work to be done greatly in 
excess of the appropriation, and thereby 
caused a considerable deficiency in the 
funds. 

While no doubt the money was weil 
spent, I wish to draw the attention of 
the new board to the illegality of such 
proceeding and advise the adoption of 
such regulation ds will make it necessary 
for any special committee to obtain the 
sanction of the whole board for the or- 
dering of work above a limited amount. 
I would like to see our schools well 
equipped and in good condition, never- 
theless it will be necessary to exercise 
economy and to keep within the bounds 
of the yearly appropriation. 

The new school is in course of erec- 
tion, and although there will be a delay 
in the delivery of the bonds issued to 
eover the loan of $130,000 to meet the 
cost of- construction, I anticipate no dif- 
ficulties in meeting immediate claims. 

The purchasers of the school bonds, 
notwithstanding the opinion of the cor- 
poration attorney of this city and the 
attorney-general of the state in favor of 
the constitutionality of the bond feature 
of the school act, deem it but fair in the 
interest of their customers whom they 
represent, that the highest court of the 
state should pass upon the legality. 
With that object in view, the corporation 
attorney has arranged to co-operate with 
the attorney for the purchasers, so that 
a speedy decision upon tne question may 
be reached in February or March. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The appointments and changes made 
recently in this department have met 
with public approval, and judging from 
the good order throughout the city, the 
department never was in better condition 
both in discipline and efficiency. There 


® 


is a great deal ef important work to be 
done by this department, and I may safe- 
ly say, in view of the increasing re- 
spousibilities of the superior officers and 
particularly of the chief, great credit is 
due to this department for its efficiency. 

Chief Hayes, by his exceptional efforts 
to rid the city of undesirable elements 
and the suppression of gambling and 
other vices, has, during the short time 
since his promotion to the head of the 
department, earned the confidence and 
appreciation not only of the publie at 
large but also the complimentary com- 
ment of the highest judiciary officer of 


this county. 


The regulation uniforms adopted for 
the superior officers add favorably to the 
appearance of our officers and increase 
outwardly the general tone of the depart- 
ment. . 

New rules and regulations governing 
this department have been submitted to 
the board of police commissioners for _ 
their approval, and copies will be distrib- 
uted among the men at an early date. 


The signal system has been renewed, and 


renders proper service. 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The condition of this department con- 
tinues to be satisfactory. Nevertheless, 
recommended additions to the apparatus 
should receive due consideration, and the 
chief of this department should be given 
ali possible assistance at the hands of the 
fire con:mission in his earnest endeavor 
to raise the standard of efficiency. 

The file alarm system has been ren- 
dered as serviceable and reliable as can 
be expected, and through regular in- 
spection ef the lines and boxes, disorder 
has beer reduced to a minimum. The 
discipline of the department is upheld 
and but few charges have been preferred. 

The excellent work of the department 
performed in handling the Phoenix 
steamship pier fire during the month of 
March, gives additional evidence of the 
able management of the department, and 
praise is due to the men employed on’ 
this occasion under adverse conditions of 
freezing weather and long hours as well 
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‘as the inflammable nature of the mater- 


ial in the neighborhood of che fire, and 
the protection and final saving of the 
surrounding property. 

WATER SUPPLY. 


Quite recently my attention has been 
called by articles in the local press, to 
the question of the condition of our 
water supply. This is a subject of vital 
importance to our people, and should be 
regarded by us with the utmost concern 
and scrutiny in the protection of the 
lives and health of our citizens. I fully 
believe, however, after an. examination 
of the subject, that the discussion of the 
matter was prompted by the recent ac- 
tion of the Bergen County authorities 
and not by any unusual or dangerous 
condition of the water as we receive it 
at this time. 

It has not been brought to my atten- 
tion by statistics or otherwise, that the 
mortality rate has been increased here 
in the last few years, or that the medical 
fraternity have reported the prevalence 
of disease peculiar to the use of contam- 
inated or unsanitary water. I mention 
these facts in the interest of the city’s 
welfare and reputation, and not because 


I entertain the notion that the water sup- . 


ply is all we wish it to be. I am fully 
aware that there are times when _ the 
quality of our water is not. as desirable 
as at other times. A basis for your ac- 
tion in this matter is offered by the pro- 
visions of the contract with the Hacken- 
sack Water Company entered into by a 


previous council and board of water com- 


missioners. 

The deliberations and_ proceedings 
prior to the execution of this contract 
will be a source of information for and 
place you in a position to adopt the prop- 


er means to secure ‘a continuous, whole- 


some supply for our people. If you con- 
sider the quality of our water supply 
not up to the standard, I would suggest 
that you appoint a special committee to 
investigate the question and recommend 
a remedy. 


HEALTH BOARD. 


What at one time was feared would be 


a smallpox epidemic in our city, fortu- 
nately, under the energetic and capable 
treatment of our Health Board officials, 
Was soon circumscribed and repressed. 
This fact, when generally recognized, 
will tend to illustrate the great import- 
ance of a well-regulated and properly 
conducted health board in our city. But, 
while the Board did everything possible 
to prevent the spread of the disease, it 
soon became apparent that the prop- 
er treatments of the disease and 
the prevention of an epidemic can be 
met only by the establishment of such 
accommodations as may be required to 
confine and limit the disease and answer 
the purpose of detention of the afilicted 
until such time when they may be re- 
moved to the proper hospital, also for the 
purpose of fumigating and disinfecting. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


This Board has, during the last year, 
conducted its work harmoniously and 
faithfully. The library itself has been 
judiciously increased, not only by pur- 
chases in accordance with the require- 
ments of the reading public who frequent 
it, but also by numerous donations by 
public-spirited citizens. The donation of 
Mr. Robert C. Brille, of this city, de- 
serves special mention. It consists of 
three valuable maps; one representing 
Hoboken as it was in 1856; one general 
and historical, covering the history of 
Hoboken from its earliest days to the 
present time, and one of Hudson County 
and the vicinity. The work of co-opera- 
tion between the schools and the library, 
it is pleasing to note, has kept pace with 
the general progress of the library, and 
the work of the latter institution is in no 
small degree directed to meeting the re- 
quirements of the pupils of our schools. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


The manual training school continues 
to deserve praise, and I wish, if it could 
be done, that the public would manifest 
more interest in the practical and artistic 
work of our school children, as evinced 
by the work in our industrial school and 
its results. The public, it semes to me, 


does not realize the importance of this 
institution in our midst. Its publie ex- 
hibitions of practical work should be bet- 
ter patronized, and, students be encour- 
aged to frequent and attend these in- 
structions and impressed with the im- 
portance of the practical knowledge there 
to be gained as an introductory school to 
the workshop or to higher technical train- 
ing. 

The course of study also includes a 
thorough training in sewing and cooking, 
and the demand for instruction in this 
direction is growing, and the course of 
study very practical and extensive. 

IN CONCLUSION. 


Permit me to express the hope that 
this year will see the consummation of 
the improvements in the public interest 
which are herein outlined, and in the 
completion of which the people are great- 
ly interested, and that, when compieted 
by your co-operation and that of the

Gentlemen—We, the undersigned, taxpayers 
and citizens of the Fourth Ward, petition your 
Honorable Body to extend Clinton street south- 
erly to Ferry street. 

Our reasons for the petition is’ that we be- 
lieve that the opening of this street will be a 
greait benefit to the community at large, also 
to the section and business interests located 
therein, as well as property values. 

Praying that your Honorable Body will give 
the undersigned petitioners your due consider- 
ation, 

The following communication from Chief of 
Police Hayes, which was presented to the 
Board of Police Commissioners and referred 
by that body to the Council, was presented, 
read and referred to the Committee on Li- 
censes: 


To the Honorable the Board of Police Com- 
missioners: 

Gentlemen—On December 30 last, about 11 
a m., a man named William Walters came 
to the station house and reported to the ser- 
geant in charge of the desk that the night 
previous he had gone to the Amsterdam Hotel, 
cor. River and Second streets, where he met 
a strange woman. He said that he had a 
drink wth her, and that he remembered noth- 
ing further until he awoke in a room in the 
hotel the next day, and found that he had been 
robbed, presumably by the woman he was in 
company with, of money to the amount of 
$35 and a gold watch valued at $30. 

In view of the fact. ‘that another robbery 
had been reported to me a week previous from 
the same hotel and under the same circum- 
stances, I decided that the place demanded a 
most rigid examination as to the character of 
its habitues and ts moral tone in general. I 
immediately detailed officers 'to make an in- 
vestigation of the hotel and likewise the 
Hudson and another hotel from which evil 
reports had emanated. 'They were instructed 
to report ‘to me daily the progress of their 
invetigations, which they, did faithfully and 
honestly. 

Their disclosures revealed a grevious con- 
dition of affairs. They presented to me un- 
deniable facts that the so-called hotels were 
nothing, more or less, than brothels and houses 
of assignation, where young girls of ‘tender 
years and the hardened women of the street 
commingled for the one object, to entice and 
allure men. Shocking and disgusting stories 


ofthe depravity of these women and the de- 
baucheries practised by them were imparted 
to me, and as ‘the ordinances of the cty and 
the laws of the State were, with the full 
cognizance ofthe different proprietors, and 
with the utmost contumacy, openly and de- 
fiantly violated, I determined, as Chief of 
Police, in the interests of the law-abiding and 
good citizens of our city and the protection and 
security of the morals of their children, to 
end this atrocious and infamous traffic. 
Accordingly, accumulative evidence was pre- 
sented to Recorder Stanton, who issued war- 
rants for the apprehension of the several pro- 
prietors, their managers, and the inmates. 
These papers were placed in the hands of the 


officers, with orders to exercise the greatest 
judgment and discretion in tthe execution 
threof. 


The warrants were served Saturday, January 
17th, near midnight, and 35 men and women, 
some of them of the most depraved descrip- 
tion, were brought to the station house and 
locked up. 

On Monday morning all the prisoners were 
arraigned in ‘the Recorder’s Court, the in- 
mates in most every instance being fined as 
disorderly persons and the proprietors held 
in bail on charges of violating a city or- 
dinance, known as the ‘‘barmaid ordinance,’’ 
and also for keeping a disorderly house. 

The Amsterdam Hotel keepers, Dusack & 
Koch, and their manager, August Baumann, 
have since been tried before the Recorder and 
a jury composed of twelve estimable and un- 
biased citizens of our city who} after short 
deliberation, rendered a verdict of guilty of 
violating a city ordinance. The Recorder 
promptly fined them $50 each, which was 
paid. Their case will also be referred to ‘the 
Grand Jury on the more serious charge. The 
case against the Engelking Brothers, the pro- 
prietors of the Hudson Hotel, and their man- 
ager, is still pending and ‘their examination and 
trial has been adjourned to Friday, January 
30. The evidence in this case is also very 
stroy and conclusive. 

I submit to you Honorable Body my report 
on these raids, which in my opinion have been 
of the greatest importance, because in this 
manner we have been able to get to the 
bottom of an evil, from which this city has 
long suffered, the infesting of our streets by 
an undesirable class of women, who ‘have 
made these hotels their haven and rendezvous. 

In conclusion, I hope that the Common 
Council, by taking immediate action and by 
revoking the licenses of these places, will ren- 
der the Police gDepartment that assistance so 
essential to law and order.

Board of Health, 
Hoboken, Aprii 21, 1903. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken. 

Gentlemen—At a special session of the Board 
of Health, held ‘on April 13, 1908, a request of 
the present conidition off the sewers of the city 
of Hoboken was presenited, read and received, 
and I was directed by the Board to forward a 
copy of the same to your Honorable Body.

To the Honorable Board of Health: 

Gentlemen—At the last meeting of your 
Board ‘the question of the present condition of 
the sewers of 'the meadow districts of Hoboken, 
and what action could pe taken by the Board 
of Health to remedy ‘the unhealthy condition 
of the meadow districts, was referred to a com- 
mittee of tthe Board of which I was a member. 
In behalf of that committee I beg to make the 
following report: 

All tthe sewers of what is known as the 
meadow districts of Hoboken, that is, general- 
ly speaking, all that part of the city which is 
west of Bloomfield or Garden streets, are sev- 
eral feet below thigh ‘water, and the tidal 
sewer system which: exists to-day in the city 
is therefore unable ‘to drain and empty ‘the 
sewers of ‘tthe meadow districts. into these 
sewers flow not only the surface drainage, but 
also all the sewage from (private houses, and 
ito-day they are nearly half filled with filthy 
mud and solid matter which never flows out of 
the sewers ‘because the water in the sewers 
has not sufficient force to force it out. The 
liuid contenits of these sewers flows back and 
forth in ‘accordance with the ‘tide., and as the 
sewers fill up ‘the liquid contents are forced 
back into the meadows and become a nuisance 
to the inhabitants of the whole city. When 
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the meadows «are filled up the only outlet for 
these sewers will be the cellars and basements 
and ground floors of the houses in the meadow 
districts and as the population of the meadiow 
districts increases and the amount of sewage 
emptied into the sewers jbecomes greater, a 
condition of things will exist which will not 
only render tthe meadow districts uninhabitable, 
but will greatly endanger ‘tthe health of the 
whole city. It is a question whether the gen- 
eral health of tthe city has not already been 
affected. It is certain that if the present con- 
dition of things exists for very much longer 
that ithe health of tthe city will be seriously 
affected. 

In March, 1902, a committee of well-known 
citizens of Hoboken was appointed to investi- 
gate ‘this question. After a careful and thor- 
ough investigation of the whole matter, the 
committee reporited tto the Mayor and Council 
that in the opinion of 'the committee the pump- 
ing system is the best and only’ effective sys- 
tem for ‘this city. At large cost and expense, 
plans and specifications were drawn up by a 
competent engineer to carry out a pumping 
system and ‘these plans and specifications were 
put at the serviice of the city. It appeared 
that a thorough pumping system could be put 
in at a cost not to exceed $300,000. Although 
this report was made to the Mayor and Council 
many months ago, nothing has been done to 
carry out in any way ‘the recommendations of 
the committee. 

[It is the duty of tthe Mayor and Couneil to 
Keep ithe sewers of the city in repair and 
properly cleansed, and ‘they hicve proper legal 
authority to take whatever steps are necessary 
to carry any measures that they adopt into 
effect. 

An act of the Legislature of this State, ap- 
proved March 27, 1893, entitled ‘‘An act to 
provide for the efficient sewerage of lowlands 
in the cities of ‘thiis State’? (General statutes 
of New Jersey, page 632, section 844), provides 
that whenever it shall be represented by the 
Board of Health of any «ity to the Common 
Council or other governing body of any city in 
this State, wherein any marsh or lowlands are 
situated, ‘that in tthe opinion of such Board 
the system ‘of itidal sewers then in operation 
in such city does not effectually drain said 
marsh or lowlands, and that by reason thereof 
the health of the entire city is impaired or 
endangered, or likely 'to be impaired or endan- 
gered, unless a@ more efficient and practical 
method of draining said marsh or lowlands be 
substituted for the sysittem then in operation 
in said city, it: shall ‘be the duty of said Com- 
mon Council or other governing body of such 
city to inquire into the facts so represented 
for the purpose of ascertaining ‘the best means 
of effectually and systematically draining the 
said lowlands. Under the act the Common 


Council has the power to adopt such plans of 
sewerage as they may deem most efficient in 
the premises and may erect pumping stations 
and such other appurtenances as are necess- 
ary. 

Under a recent supplement to the above act 
(Laws ‘of 1901, page 155), the Mayor and Coun- 
cil may cause improvement certificates of the 
city to be issued for the purpose of paying the 
cost of such work, and improvements to an 
amount not exceeding three hundred thousand 
dollars during ithe first year of the construc- 
tion of such works and sewerage system. 

To provide fior ithe payment of the improve- 
ment certificates the act empowers the Com- 
mon Council to cause bonds to be issued. 

I beg to advise you that your Board has 
power, if it sees fit and proper to do so, to 
represent to the Mayor and Council of the 
City of Hoboken ‘that in the opinion of your 
Board ‘the system of tidal sewers nuw in opera- 
tion ‘in this city does not efficiently drain the 
meadow districts of ‘this city, and that by 
reason thereof the health of ‘the entire city is 
impaired or endangered, or likely to be im- 
paired or endangered, unless a more efficient 
method of draining said meadow districts be 
substituted for 'the system now in operation 
in this city. If such representation is made 
it then becomes the duty of the Common Coun- 
cil to inquire into the facts so represented for 
the purpose of ascertaining the best means of 
effectually and systematically draining the 
meadow districts iof ‘this city. 

The above mentioned act is framed in no un- 
certain terms. It is not made discretionary 
with the Commion Council, but it is made their 
duty. “It shall be the duty of the said Com- 
mon Council to inquire into the facts so repre- 
sented for the purpose of ascertaining ‘the best. 
means of effectually and systematically drain- 
ing ‘the said lowlands,’’ and further, said Com- 
mon Council shall decide as tto the best method 
for such drainage. 

It is not enough for the Common Council to 
adopt ways and means of cleaning the sewers 
of ‘the meadow districts, but it is their duty 
to adopt an efficient plan for the drainage of 
the meadow diisitriicts. The members of the 
Common Council are sworn to perform all the 
duties of ‘their high office. The above law im- 
poses an \imperative duty upon ‘them when the 
facts are represented to them by the Board of 
Health, and if they ,fail to inquire into ‘the 
facts so represented and fail to adopt an effi- 
cient plan of drainage for the meadow dis- 
‘tricts, ‘they must bear the consequences of not 
fulfilling ‘the solemn obligations imposed upon 
‘them by ithe above law.

Hoboken, N. J., April 20, 1903. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council: 

Gentlemen—The following report on the con- 
dition of the sewers in the western part of the 
city, with a view to their thorough cleaning, 
is submitted at the request of His Honor 
Mayor Lankering. 

The territory embraces all that part of the 
city to the south and west of the following 
limits: Garden street, Hileventh street, Park 
avenue, Twelfth street, Clinton street, and 
Eighth street. 

"THE OUTLETS AND MAIN LATERALS. 

This district is now drained by the Ferry 
street and Third street main outlet sewers. 

The Ferry street sewer, from tthe river to 
Jefferson street, constructed nearly eight years 
ago, is connected with the old 8’x8” box cul- 
verts through the Lackawanna R. R. property 
to the Morris and Hissex basin. The points of 
connection are near Henderson street, at Park 
avenue, and at Bloomfield street, and each 
is provided with a tide gate of the Eddy 
valve type. 

This sewer receives its main supply of drain- 
age through the Jefferson ‘street lateral main 
box sewer. 

Other sewers draining into it are the small 
overflow pipe from the Willow avenue sewer; 
the sewer in Park avenue, from Newark ‘to 
Ferry street; the Garden street sewer, which 
also connects with 'Third street sewer; and 
the Bloomfield street sewer, draining that 
street to, or beyond, Ninth street. The Ferry 
street sewer is a capacious outfall and with 
better connections with lateral sewers would 
prove of far greater value as an outlet than 
at present. 

The whole length of the Ferry street main 
sewer, firom the tide gate at Hudson street 
to Jefferson street, is about 2,400’. There is a 
deposit of mud in this sewer averaging about 
12”. Near Willow avenue the average depth 
is about 18”. , 

The Jefferson street main lateral sewer is a 
box sewer, built about twenty years ago. it 


ae 


runs from the old box outlet near Henderson 
street north to Third street, there connecting 
with the end of the Third street main sewer. 
From Third street to Fourth street iit was 
continued as a 4'6”x3’/9”brick sewer with the 
intent of extending it as a main ‘beyond that 
point. 

The box sewer collects (through the First 
street secondary lateral) the sewage of prac- 
tically the whole district south of Highth 
street and west of Willow ‘avenue. Total 
length up to Fourth street about 2,100 feet. It 
is in fair condition and has a mud deposit 
varying from 6” to 18” in depth. 

The First street sewer, built the same *ime 
as that in Jefferson street, is also a box 
sewer, 3’6”x4’6” in the clear. It empties into 
the former from the east and ‘west, terminat- 
ing at Park avenue and at Marshall street re- 
spectively. At present it receives the drainage 
of the lateral sewers, as far as constructed, 
from the south at Newark street northerly 1 
Fifth and Highth streets, and west of Willuw 
avenue. The total length of the sewer is 
about 2,650 feet. The mud deposits average 
from 6” to 18” east of Jackson street. 

The ‘two. western most blocks have a mud 
depth of 24% to 8% feet. 

THIRD STREET SEWER. 

This outlet drains chiefly the sewers in 
Garden ‘street, Park avenue, Willow avenue 
and Clinton street. It shares with the Ferry 
street outlet, (through its connections with 
Jefferson street sewer) parts of Clinton, Grand 
and Adams streets. At hhigh water when the 
tide gate at ‘the river is closed, it also serves 
to lead the sewage from Garden ‘street, Park 
and Willow avenues and Clinton street into 
the sewers of the Ferry street outlet district. 

The part from Willow avenue west was 
wholly reconstructed about six or seven years 
ago. ‘Total length west of Garden street about 
1,600 feet. 

The bottom deposit differs from 6” 
1 foot. 

NEWARK AVENUE SEWER. 

The sewer in Newark avenue extends from 
Park avenue tio the westerly boundary line of 
the city; it was originally a 3’x4’ box sewer. 

The section from Willow avenue to Jefferson 
street has been raised and cleaned in 1897. It 
has again accumulated a mud deposit of be- 
tween one and two feet, which owing to the 
low bottom grade can be regarded as perma- 
nent. 

The brick sewer in Willow avenue, between 
Ferry street and Newark avenue, and the box 
sewers in Clinton, Grand and Adams streets 
are connected with this sewer. The total 
length, from Park avenue to Jefferson street, 
is about 1,360 feet. ; 


* 


to over 


The section west of Jefferson street is in 
very bad condition and at present cannot be 
cleaned. The mud measures between 2% and 
4 feet in depth, reaching up into the manholes 
so that at times no water can be seen. A new 
sewer is urgently needed here. 


FERRY STREET SEWER. 
(From Jackson street to Jefferson street.) 


Between the Jefferson street sewer and Madi- 
son street street there is a box sewer which 
Was raised and cleaned over ten years ago; 
it was then in fair condition. From Madison 
to Jackson street there is a 2’6”x38’9” brick 
sewer with connections at. Madison, Monroe 
and Jackson streets. It relieves the First 
street sewer of part of tthe sewage of the 
connecting laterals in the three named streets, 
Tt is about 800 feet long. ‘The mud deposit in 
this sewer averages one foot in the brick part 
and 2% feet in the box part. 

LATHRAL SEWERS. 


Garden Street—In th eblock from Ferry street 
to Newark avenue there is a 8/9” circular sewer 
which now falls into Ferry street sewer; it 
also continues west on the southerly side of 
Ferry street to the 8’8” box culvert opposite 
Park avenue at which point there is an Hddy 
valve gate. Frof Newark avenue north the 
sewer varies in size from four foot circular 
from Newark street ‘to Third street, to 2’6”x4” 
egg shape up to Ninth street thence 2’6”x3’9” 
to the end at Hleventh street. This part of 
the Garden street sewer falls into the Third 
street outlet sewer. Its total length is about 
5,250 feet. The average depth of mud is one 
foot in the part from Ferry to Second street, 
two feet in the part from Second to Fourth 
street and one foot frm Fourth to Seventh 
street; beyond this point the sewer is quite 
clean. 


(Park Avenue—From Ferry street to Newark 
avenue there is a new brick sewer, four feet 
in diameter connecting witth ‘tthe Ferry street 
sewer. The mud deposit averages one foot. 

The block from Newark avenue to First 
street has no sewer. From First to Second 
streets the size of sewer is 2’6”x3’ oval, con- 
necting at Third street with the main sewer. 
From ‘this point the Park avenue sewer runs 
north as a 3’6” circular ‘to Fourth street, 
thence as a 26”x38’6" egg shaped sewer to 
Eleventh street. 

The total length of sewer in Park avenue is 
about 5,100 feet. 

Th eaverage depth of the sewer deposit is 
from one to one and one-half feet, between 
First and Sixth streets; less than one foot from 
Sixth to Highth streets, and over one foot 
from Eighth to beyond Ninth street, further 
on ‘the sewer is nearly clean. 
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Willow Avenue—The sewer from Ferry street 
to Newark avenue is a 2/6” circular sewer 
inclined ‘towards Newark avenue, but the con- 
nection there with the sewer is practically 
shut off, and the sewer is full ‘to the top. 
Some relief is afforded by ithe twenty-inch pipe 
sewer put in a year ago at the Fenry street 
end, making connection there with the Ferry 
street main sewer. In the block from Newark 
avenue to First street no sewer appears to 
exist. The section from First street to Third 
street main is drained by a four-foot circular 
brick sewer. From the main sewer north to 
Twelfth street the sewer is 2’6”x4’ egg on 
oval shaped, at the latter point is receives the 
discharge of a 15” pipe sewer running from 
Park avenue and Hleventh street north and 
west. The ttotal length of the brick sewer in 
Willow avenue is about 5,500 feet. 

The depth of mud in the sewer is 18” on 
an average from First to Third streets and 1’ 
and over from Third ‘to Tenth street. 

The lowermost block is practically always 
full of sewage and mud. 

Clinton Strect—The sewers in this street show 
& good example of our defective sewerage sys- 
tem. It is a string of boxes alternating with 
brick sewers of different dimensions. 

From Newark to First street is an old box 
lying at the very low grade and practically 
not to be gotten at without tearing up the 
street. It is full of mud and sewage. 

From First to Third street there is a box 
sewer separated ‘by about 50 feet of brick 
sewer in the intersection of Second street. 
The sewer in the block between Second and 
Third streets has been raised and repaired a 
year ago and is in as fair a condition as any 
such box sewer may reasonably be expected 
to be. These two ‘blocks of box sewer are 
connected with First street and Third street 
sewers respectively. The deposit averages 18” 
in depth. : 

In the next block from Third to Fourth 
streets, there is a 2’x6”x3’9” brick Sewer con- 
taining less than one foot of mud. In the 
blocks from Fiourth to Fifth streets there is a 
tradition of a box sewer. 

The drainage of the remaining part of Clin- 
ton street is through a three-foot circular 
brick sewer running from Willow and Filth 
street (Willow avenue sewer) west to and up 
through Clinton street to near Seventh street, 
thence through a 24-inch circular sewer to the 
end at Twelfth street. 

The total length of all the sewers in Clinton 
street is about 5,100 feet. 

The small sewer from Fifth street northerly 
is more than half full of deposits which in 
dry weather is dry and caked in the upper- 
most block. 

Grand ‘Street—The same 


general remarks 


made under Clinton street apply to the sewer 
jn this street as well as in nearly all of those 
to the west. 

Between Newark avenue and First street 
there is 'the usual box sewer, from First to 
Third streets are brick sewers 2’6”x3’9” drain- 
ing into First and Third street sewers. From 
Third to Sixth street are box sewers which 
weer raised, repaired and cleaned in 1898 and 
1899 and are in fair condition. From ‘Sixth to 
Highth street is a box sewer. Total length of 
sewer in Grand street about 3,550 feet. The 
depth of mud in 'tthese sewers is as follows: 
From Newark ‘to First full, from First street 
to Highth the general depth varies from one 
foot to 18 inches. 

Adams Street—Between Newark and Second 
street a box sewer, connecting at Newark ave- 
nue and First street with ‘these sewers, the 
one between First and Second street has been 
raised, repaired and cleaned over ten years 
ago, but is now in poor condition. 

From Second to Hightth street 2’6”x3’9” brick 
sewers, except in block from ‘Fourth to Fifth 
street, where it is a 3’6” circular sewer. ‘The 
total length of sewers is 3,700 feet. The mud 
depth very as follows: Newark ‘to Second 
street the boxes are full. From Second to 
Highth street there is a deposit of 18 inches. 
L Jefferson Street—Under the main lateral 
sewer the part south of Fourth street has 
been described. From Fourth to Eighth 
street the sewer is a 2’6”x3’9” brick sewer. 

The total length of the entire Jefferson 
street sewers is about 3,900 feet. The depth 
of mud varies as follows: From Newark to 
Fourth streets, from 6 inches to 18 inches, 
from Fourth street north it is 18 inches. 

Madison Street—From Ferry ‘to First streei 
there is an old ‘box sewer which is remem- 
bered only by few of the older citizens; there 
are no manholes and therefore no means of 
entering it. From First north to Fifth street 
a distance of 1,800 feet the sewer is 2/6”x3’9” 
and of brick. It connects into the First street 
sewer. 

The depth of mud in this sewer measures 
between one and two feet deep. 

Monroe Street—The only street west of Wil- 
low avenue having a brick sewer for the 
whole length from Newark avenue to Highth 
street, a distance of about 4,050 feet. It eon- 
nects at Ferry street and at First street 
with the outlet sewers. This sewer shows a 
less average depth of mud than any other 


meadow sewer, nowhere exceeding 18 inches in* 


depth, the average ‘being about one foot. 
Jackson Street—From Newark to First street, 
a length of about 990 feet there is the ordinary 
box sewer connecting with the sewers at 
Ferry street and First street. It is not in 
the best condition and over one-half full of 
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mud. From tthe First street sewer north to 
Fifth street the sewer is 2’6”x3’9” of brick. 
The deposit of mud measures between Newark 
and First street over 21% feet. Between First 
and Firth street uniformly about two feet. 

Harrison Street—Only one block between 
First and Second street, has a sewer which is 
2’6’x3/9” of brick. It is 500 feet long. The 
depth of mud here is 18 inches. 

Other Streets—There are a few small sewers 
in different streets which occasionally ‘become 
clogged with mud, ‘but which cannot ‘be cleaned 
because of their size and the absence of open- 
ings to the street. An example of this kind 
is th epipe in Highth street between Garden 
street and Park avenue. 

A summary of the foregoing data on the 
condition of the sewers shows that they may 
be broadly divided into those which can be 
cleaned and those which cannot. Under the 
latter head may ‘be set down the box sewers 
in Newark avenue, west from Jefferson street, 
Madison street between Ferry and First street, 
Clinton street between Fourth and “Fifth 
street; there may also be added the boxes 
in Clinton, Grand and Adams streets, between 
Newark and First street, and in ‘Adams street, 
between First and \Second street, which are 
almost as bad as the former named. None 
of these sewers have any foundation or regular 
grade. The boxes in Jackson street south of 
Ferry street and in Clinton street, between 
First and Second street also, will offer some 
difficulties to cleaning. 

The small sewer in Clinton street north from 
Fifth street to Twelfth street, may offer 
obstacles to prevent its effective cleaning. 
There are several sewer mud excavating con- 
trivances but with the careless manner with 
which house connections are often inserted 
into sewers, ‘tthe use of such apparatus is 
barred. 

This is a common fault which calls for a 
remedy. Not long ago, in repairing a certain 
sewer, an iron house connection pipe was found 
projecting two feet into the sewer, more than 
half way across. Other examples might be 
given. Another difficulty is the crossing of 
the sewers by water and gas mains which 
form partial dams, obstructing the flow and 
collecting deposits around them. 

To clean thoroughly ithe other sewers, meainly 
of brick and large enough to permit the en- 


trance of workmen, temporary drains must be ~ 


built at certain distances apart, the water 
pumped out in the section dammed off and all 
the mud and sediment of all sorts cleaned out 
by buckets, scoops, pushers and brooms. 
Steam pumps will be needed as well as hoist- 
ing apparatus with block nd fall for raising 
the excavated material, quickly and cleanly, 
and dumping it into carts which must be 


tight- to prevent soiling the street. The or- 
dinary pail and rope device will not be ade- 
quate for the purpose. 

The following sewers may be cleaned prop- 
erly, (excepting perhaps Clinton street, be- 
tween Fifth and Twelfth streets): 

Garden street, from Ferry to Seventh street, 
albout 3,250 feet. 

Park avenue, 
about 4,300 feet. 

Willow ‘avenue, from Ferry to 
street, about 4,600 feet. 

‘Clinton street, from First to Fourth street, 
about 1,400 feet. 

Clinton street, from Fifth to Twelfth streets, 
about 3,550 feet. 

Grand street, from First to Highth street, 
about 3,175 feet. 

Adams ‘street, from Second to Highth street, 
about 2,750 feet. 

Jefferson street, from end to end, about 3,900 
feet. 

Madison street, 
about 1,800 feet. 

Monroe street, from end to end, about 4,050 
feet. 

Jackson street, from end to end, about 2,800 
feet. 

Harrison street, from First to Second street, 
about 500 feet. 

First street, 
feet. 

Ferry street, 
street, 800 feet. 

Ferry street main, from Hudson to Jefferson 
street, 2,400 feet. 

Third street, from Bloomfield to Jefferson 
street, 1,850 feet. Total, about 43,775 feet.

The Honorable the Council: 

Gentlemen—A petition is now before your 
Honorable Body from the Town Council of 
West Hoboken, praying for the privilege of 
obtaining an oultlet ‘through this city for their 
sewage to the Hudson River. This applica- 
tion is ‘the result of ‘a suit now pending in 
the Courlt of Chancery by ‘tthe State Board of 


Health against West Hoboken and this city, 
to compel tthe abatement of a nuisance main- 
tained by both municipalities at the foot of 
Fourteenth sitreet, in ‘this city. 

I am of the opinion that the Court will 
direct this city by injunction to accommodate 
West Hoboken by enabling it to drain through 
Fifteentth street to ‘the river. This condition 
will revive at once ‘the question of properly 
draining ‘the meadows in conjunction with the 
question of disposing of ‘the West Hoboken 
sewage, and I would suggest to your Honor- 
able Body the propriety of discussing the ques- 
tion ‘in connection with the West Hoboken 
Committee alt your earliest convenience, with 
the view of finally relieving it. At the hear- 
ing of ‘this case, I suggested to the West 
Hoboken authorities ‘that a consolidation of 


the ‘two municipalities would make the solu-. 


ition of sewers, viaducts and other like ques- 
tions of comparative ease and of mutual in- 
terest, and I received the assurance from these 
officials that ninety per cent of the people of 
West Hoboken favored consolidation with Ho- 
boken. 

In view of this fact, I would suggest that 
your Honorable Body appoint a Committee to 
meet a similar Committee from West Hoboken 
for tthe purpose of presenting the question of 
annexation to ithe people of the two munici- 
palities, as required by law, at the next elec- 
tion.

Gentlemen—I herewith submit to you the an- 
nual report of the Police Department for the 
year ending April 30 1,903. 

Although no disturbance of a serious nature 
has occurred during ‘the past year, crime, I 
regret to say, has apparenitly been on the in- 
crease. 

During the past five months of my admin- 
{stration the members of my command have 
displayed the greatest diligence and activity 
in ‘the performance of ‘their duties, the num- 
ber of arrests being almost equal to the num- 
ber of the preceding seven mionths. In com- 
parison to the preceding year, there were 429 
more arrests this year. 

Juvenile delinquency, as the tabulated list 
will illustrate, shows an alarming increase, 
the police having arrested no less than 191 
children under 'the ‘age of 15 years for ali 
character of crime, from malicious mischief to 


To 
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grand larceny. Many philanthropic efforts are 
being made to check ithis depravity among the 
young by societies organized for that object, 
and it is a lamentable fact that the siutation 
does not amend. 

Gamibling of every description has received 
the careful consideration of the police, par- 
ticularly policy, and ‘the long and relentless 
warfare instituted againsit the Jasit named jn- 
famy has been productive of the very besr 
results, and ‘the game has albbandoned the city, 
I can assure you, not to return. 

Another evil which has given us continual 
‘trouble, tthe barmaid industry, has been prac- 
tically eradicaited. Frequent raids, in conjunc- 
tion with the heavy fines subsequently imposed 
by the Recorder, have had a salutary effect, 
and compelled the proprietors of these nefari- 
ous resorts ito retire from business, or keep 
within the scope of ithe law. The morai tone 
of ‘the city has improved, and by the constant 
surveillance which we shall continue ‘to main- 
tain over all resorts of questionable repute, 
the stigma under which ‘tthe city has long 
rested will evenittually ‘be removed. 

Permit me, gentlemen, to call your atten- 
tion to a subject which, in my judgment, re- 
quires your immediate action. It is the de- 
plor'able condition of the cells at Police Head- 
quarters. There is no language sitrong enough 
to fittingly express the situaltion. Foul and 
noxious odors pervade the atmosphere at all 
times, and on occasions when ‘the cells are 
full, the air is execralble. We are often com- 
pelled to send fior medical assisitance to aid 
unfortunates who have succumbed to their 
jJoathsome surroundings. The Board of Health 
at a recent meeting, iin forcible phraseology, 
expressed their sentiments regarding our lock- 
up, and even intimated future drastic proceed- 
ings. No fault can be placed to the City 
Prison Keeper, who is assiduous and inde- 
fatigable in his endeavors ‘to relieve the situa- 
tion. It is simply the natural result of an 
unsanitary silte. 

The discipline and deportment of the mem- 
bers of ‘the Deparitment are exceptionally good. 
The officers and men have zealously executed 
the many innovations which I insitituted at the 
beginning of my administration, and altogether 
are displaying grealter efficiency and atten- 
tion to duty ‘than heretofore. There is, how- 
ever, room for still further improvement. 

Numerically, the police force is in poor con- 


dition. We are sadly in ned of more patrol- 
men, in consequence of tthe rapid growth of 
‘the city. 


In conclusion, I offer you thanks for the aid 
and encouragement you have extended to me 
in my efforts for ‘the betterment of the De- 
partment, and also to Recorder Stanton for 
the assistance and support given to me in the 
enforcement ‘of 'the criminal laws.

To the Mayor and Council of the City of Ho- 

boken: 

Gentlemen—The undersigned boat clubs 
located at the Hudson Square Park bDlasin, beg 
to call your attention ‘to the condition of the 
basin. The ‘basin is filled up with canal boats 
and lighters which makes it impossible for 
us to gain access to the river, especially on 
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Sundays when crews desire to row on the 
river. These boats are brought ‘to the ‘basin 
in a good many cases simply 'to save the ex- 
pense of dockage which they would have to 
pay iif they were placed in a private basin 
or dock, and use the public water front in 
‘the basin without the authority of the city 
and without paying anything for the privilege. 
These boats are owned by non-residents and 
are brought to the basin which they block, 
leaving no space for the entrance or passage 
of the boat clubs iin 'the basin, although ‘there 
would be sufficientt room for all if the canal 
boats and lighters were properly placed with 
that end in view. 

The combined membership of the culbs 
represent a large part of the athletic young 
men of the city, whose sole pleasure and 
exercise is in rowing and swimming. Hoboken 
holds the reputation of greater interest in 
rowing than any city of its size in the United 
States and that is due ‘to the fliacilities which 
have been afforded in tthat direction. 

If these facilities should be curtailed, the 
prestige which Holboken has held on ‘the water 
will be lost. We hardly deem it necessary to 
eall your attention to the fact that rowing 
is one of the best forms of physical exercise 
for the development of young men, and the 
boat clubs have always been liberal tn the 
encouragement not only of rowing and swim- 
ming, but in all kinds of athletics in this 
city. 

We therefore respectfully request you to take 
such action in the premises as will remove 
the conditions complained of and cause the 
canal boats and lighters that have a right 
to dock or moor in the basin to leave a space 
large enough for the passage of our boats.

Stevens, during her lifetime, together with the 
late John Stevens and Mr. Riichard Stevens, 
donated the sum of $26,000 towards the erec- 
tion of a building which would house both 
the Free Library and the Manual Training 
School. 

The property was purchased in the name 
of Mrs. Martha B. Stevens and by her convey- 
ed to the city. This money was advanced ‘by 
her and th epurchase made with part of it, 
and its subsequent conveyance to tthe city 
upon the understanding ‘that ‘the Manual 
Training School should perpetually have a 
home to prosecute its work and this character 
of occupation under the city should be speci- 
fied, in writing, either by resolution, or- 
dinanice, lease or instrument of letting.

Office of Corporation Attorney, 


Hoboken, June 24, 1903. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken: 

Gen'ttlemen—I am in receipts of the communi- 
caltion to you of (tthe Free Public Library 
Board, requesting a conveyance by the Mayor 
and Council of ‘the library property to that 
Board. 

To properly comprehend this situation your 
Honorable Body must be informed of the his- 
tory of ‘this building and the events leading 
to its erection. On March 26, 1895, Richard 
Stevens, Esq., in a communication to Edward 
Russ, Hsq., as Chairman of the Committee on 
Sites for a free library, proposed, in writing, 
that he, ihis miother, ‘the laite Mrs. M. B. 
Stevens, and Mrs. oJhn Stevens, would donate 
in land or cash $26,000 toward the erection of 
a free public library building ‘‘by the free 
public library ‘trusitees,’’ provided that accom- 
modation be furnished for the industrial edu- 
cation department of the city, and provided 
that the cilty would contribute the balance 
required for the erection of such a building. 
In pursuance of ‘this offer, the library board 
of March 26,, 1895, appolinted a special com- 
mittee of three to confer with the Mayor and 
Council, with a view ‘to ‘the prompt realiza- 
tion of the proposed scheme. The report of 
this Committee: was favorable. 

The site was purchased by Mrs. Stevens for 
the sum of $17,719.40, and on January 7, 1896, 
a deed for the same to the Mayor and Council 
was delivered and recorded. This deed con- 
‘tained no restrictions, limitations and provisos. 
Thereafter the building was erected at a cost 
of $60,280.60, and of this amount $8,280.60, the 
balance of ‘the Stevens donaitions above the 
eost of the land, was paid to the Free Fublic 
Library Trustees on January 8, 1896. The 
eost of the building beyond tthat donation was 
met by an issue of bonds by the Mayor and 


Leia ae chet 


Council, designiated ‘‘Free Public Library 
Bonds.”’ The building was erected under the 
direction of ‘the Free Library Trustees, the ad- 
vertisemenits were published by ‘them and the 
bids for construction received by them. 

The Free Library Trustees and the Trustees 
of ‘the Industrial School have occupied the 
building jointly since its completion, under an 
arrangement between ‘the respective Boards. 
There can be no question as ‘to the intention 
of the Stevens donors, as expressed in this 
letter of March 26, 1895, ‘that the building was 
to be a ‘free public library building and that 
it was to be erected by the trustees of the 
library with accommodations for tthe industrial 
school, and ‘the only limitation as to its use 
was stated to be ‘‘that the deed of conveyance 
shall ‘contain such restrictions as will insure 
the accomplishment of ‘the above-named ob- 
jects.’’ Mrs. Stevens did not, in her convey- 
ance to ‘the city, express any limitation or 
restriction or indicate in any miamner the ob- 
ject of tthe Stevens donation, and the infer- 
ence is therefore a proper one thait ‘‘the deed 
of. conveyanee’’ containing restrictions to 
which she referred in her communication was 
one to be made and executed by the Mayor 
and Council ‘to ithe Free Public Library Board. 
No other rational construction can be placed 
upon her proposal in view of her absolute deed 
to the ci'ty nearly one year later, and the 
furlther fact that the entire work of selection 
of site and construction and supervision of the 
building was in the hIhands of tthe Library 
Board would indicaite ‘that ‘the building was to 
be primarily and essentially as Mr. Stevens 
inidicated in ‘this letiter, ‘‘A Free Public Library 
Building.’’ 

The city, therefore, is legally in the posi- 
tion of a trustee holding specific property for 
a definite and ascertained purpose, and the 
only question which can arise is whether the 
trustee for whom the property is held has the 
legal capacity to take fit under conveyance by 
the city. j 

The Free Public Library is a corporation 
made so by ‘the act of April 1, 1884, under the 
title of ‘“‘The Trustees of ‘the Free Public 
Library of the Cilty of Hoboken,’’ with all the 
usulal powers ‘incident to public corporations. 
Under ‘the provisiions of the fifth section of 
the act lit has power to hold in trust and 
manage all the property of said library; to rent 
rooms and when proper 'to construct buildings 
for the use of ithe said library, and generally 
to do ali ‘things necessary and proper for the 
establishment and miainitenance of the free 
public library. Under ‘this provision it has 
power ‘to own real estate and construct build- 
ings, and lit is made lits duty ‘‘to ‘hold in trust 
and manage all ‘the properity of said library.’’ 

Tt can make no difference in the result ‘that 
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‘the bonds issued by ‘the Mayor and Council to 
erect ‘tthe building are still outstanding. The 
bonds of the city are not a lien against the 
buildings, for ‘the construction of which they 
were issued. They are part of the gemeral city 
indebtedness and are denominaited ‘‘Free Pub- 
lic Library Bonds,’’ School Bonds, .Fire House 
Bonds, etce., for the general convenience of the 
fiscal officers .of ‘the city. Under the present, 
school law the school buildings are the prop- 
erty of the Board of Education, whilst the 
eost of erection remains a city jndebtedness. 
In like manner ‘the water bonds are a city 
indebtedness while the maintenance, revenue 
and operation of tha'tt department are entirely 
distinct and umder a separate corporaltion. In 
any event, such buildings are always city 
property and the fact that the legislature has 
intrusted their managemen't and control to a 
dictinet and subordinate corporation does not 
change ‘the fact that ‘they are held in trust for 
the ‘people. 

A deed, ‘therefore, should be ordered to be 
executed by his Honor the Mayor on behalf 


of ‘the city, conveying to ‘the Library Board 
the premises in question, with a provision 
therein ‘that the Industrial ‘School shall be 


given proper accommodation.

The following communication from the Board 
of Health was presented, read and referred to 
the Committee on Sewers: 

To the Mayor and Council of the City of Ho- 
boken: 

Gentlemen—In April of this year we sent to 
your Honorable Body a communication from a 
Committee of this Board in regard to the con- 
dition of the sewers in the meadow districts 
and lowlands of the City of Hoboken. Nothing 


has been done to carry out the recommenda- 
tions suggested in that communication, and it 
therefore becomes the duty of this Board to 
make a formal presentment of this matter to 
your Honorable Body, and call upon you to 
adopt a method of effectually and systematic- 
ally draining the meadow districts and low- 
lands of this city. We dv this in compliance 
with the laws of this State (General Statutes 
of New Jersey, page 632, Section 844, etc.), 
which make it the solemn duty of your Honor- 
able Body to take whatever means are neces- 
sary to remedy the present condition of things 
when the facts have been formally presented to 
you by the Board of Health. 

All the sewers of what is known as the 
meadow district and lowlands of the City of 
Hoboken, that is, generally speaking, ail that 
part of the city which is west of Bloomfieid 
or Garden street, are several feet below high 
water, and the tidal sewer system which exists 
to-day iin this city is therefore unable to 
properly drain and empty the sewers of that 
portion of the city. Into these sewers flows 
not only the surface drainage, but also all the 
sewage from private houses, and to-day they 
are nearly half filled with filthy mud and solid 
matter, which never flows out of the sewers 
because the water in the sewers has not suftfi- 
cient force ‘to force it out. The liquid contents 


of these sewers flows back and forth in accord- 


ance with the tide, nad as the sewers fill up 
the liquid contents are forced back into the 
meadows and into the cellars of the houses, 
and becomes a detriment to the health of the 
inhibitants of the whole city. This condition 
of things is yearly becoming worse, because of 
the large increase in the population of this por- 
tion of the city. 

We find that a condition of things exists to- 
day which is endangering the health of the 
entire city, and that this condition of things 
is daily becoming worse. If an epidemic of 
disease should break out in this section to-day 
the condition of the sewers would make it 
impossible to properly control the epidemic, 
and it is a wonder that the city is as healthy 
to-day as it is. In the opinion of this Board 
this condition of things is due to the fact that 
the tidal sewers now in operation do not drain 
the lowlands and meadow districts of this city, 
and that the cleansing of the sewers such as 
has ‘been suggested by your Honorable Body 


would simply be a ‘waste of money. The 
sewers would immediately fill up again with 
the same filthy solid matter. In order to 


properly drain the sewers and make them clean 
a pumping system must be established, and in 
the opinion of this Board it is absolutely neces- 
sary that such a system be established at once, 
in order to preserve the health of the entire 
city. We beg to call your attention to the 


fact that over a year ago a committee of well- 
known citizens of Hoboken was appointed to 
investigate this question, and after a careful 
and thorough iinvestigation the committe re- 
ported that in its opinion the only effective 
system for ‘this city was a pumping system. 
Plans and specifications were drawn up by 
competent engineers a tlarge cost and expense 
to carry out a ‘pumping system, and these 
plans and specifications were put at the ser- 
vice of the city. 

It appeared from the report of the Committee 
that a thorough pumping system could be es- 
tablished at a cost not to exceed $300,000, and 
those plans are to-day at the service of your 
Honorable Body. We make a formal and 
urgent presentment of al lthese facts to your 
Honorable Body and we hereby call upon you 
to inquire into the facts hereby represented, 
and to take steps to immediately remedy a 
condition of things which endangers the health 
of the inhabitants of this city. We further 
beg to call your attention to the fact that the 
laws of this State empower your body to 
establish a pumping system and provide an 
efficient method of meeting the cost in a way 
which is easy and just for the city. nis 
same law makes it your solemn duly to estab- 
lish such a system when the facts have been 
presented to you by the Board of Health.

Gentlemen—The attention of this Board has 
been called through the medium of the public 
press of the action taken by the Commission- 
ers of Appeals in reducing the assessment 
placed on the property of the North German 
Lloyd Steamship Company from _ $2,602,000 to 
$1,602,000, making a total reduction of $1,000,000, 
involving a loss of revenue to the cily of 
$23,300. 

We would respectfully call the attention of 
your Honorable Body to the great injustice 
perpetrated upon the city at large by tnis 
unfair and unjustified reduction, and would 
respectfully request your Honorable Body to 
take such action as you may deem necessary 
to provide an opportunity for this Board to

Your petitioner, Thomas Costello, of Hobo- 
ken, Hudson County, New Jersey, as adminis- 
trator of the estate of John Costello, deceased, 
late of said Hudson County, New Jersey, re- 
spectfully shows that the said John Costello 
died on or about the twenty-third day of April, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-two, intestate, 
and that leters of administration on the estate 
of the said John Costello, deceased, were grant- 
ed by the Surrogate of Hudson County, New 
Jersey to your petitioner, who took upon him- 
self the burden of the administration of the 
said esitate. Your petitioner further shows that

on the second day of July, in the year nineteen 
hundred and three, said Collector of Revenue 
of the City of Hoboken, delivered to. said 
Thomas Costello a deed conveying to him the 
said lot of land and premises in fee simple. 
Your petitioner further shows that on the 
said twenty-eighth day of May, in the year 


nineteen hundred, the date of the said sale to 
said Thomas Costello, said Thomas Costello 
paid to the said Collector of Revenue the 
amount due for taxes and arrears of taxes on 
the said premises, and the costs of said sale, 
amounting in all to the sum of two hundred 
and eleven dollars and thirty-four cents 
($211.34).

Gentlemen—The report of the Board of Ap- 
peals Commissioners, which will be submitted 
to you at to-night’s meeting of your Honorable 
Body, I am informed, will show, among nu- 
merous reductions in the ratabdes of property 
in this city ithe enormous reduction of $1,000,000 
in the assssed valuation of th property of the 
North Grman Lloyd Steamship Company. This 
reduction has caused genral consternation, 1n- 
asmuch as it exemplifies what a majority of 
the Appeals Commission are able to accomplish 
when misled or under influence not in har- 
mony with the interest of the city. 

They may upset the very found ation of the 
city’s finances. If permitted to interfere in 
such reckless manner the valuations of the 
Board of Assessors. In this case the Appeals 
Commissioners were acquainted with all facts 
and figures which justified the assessment and 
every detail which led to the valuation was 
gone into very carefully. 

There was nothing left for them to do but 
to sustain the action of tne Assessors and 
Ieave the assessment undisturbed. Assurances 
to ‘this effect on their part were given, but 
not realized. The North German Lloyd have 
een treated most generously by the people of 
Hoboken and receive grants of great value 
without any compensation to the city.

The following communication from James F. 
Minturn, Corportaion Attorney, was presented, 
read and referred to the Committees on Finance 
and Salaries and Public Grounds and Build- 
ings: 

Office of Corporation Attorney, 
Hoboken, Sept. 30, 1903. 
To the Honorable the Council: 

Gentlemen—At a meeting of the School Board 
last evening I was obliged to state that as yet 
no judgment had been entered in the Court of 
Errors declaring the McKee act unconstitu- 
tional, and that until such judgment be entered 
the act remains in force for all practical pur- 
poses. The effect of this conclusion is that 
the School Board must continue to act under 
the provisions of that law until they be noti- 
fied of the entry of 'the judgment. I am of the 
belief that no judgment will be entered until: 
an extra session of the legislature shall have 
passed another act similar to the McKee with- 
oult its illegal features. This wil mean that 
we shall have to experiement with the new 
act aS we did with the old before bonds will 
be accepted under its provisions. At the same 
time I think that concerited action should be 
taken by the municipalities of this Sitate to 
prevent the re-enaictment of such another piece 
of experimental legislation, so utterly opposed 
t othe principles of home rule and democratic 
government as the McKee act. The attempts 
of the State oard to legislate for us on this 
subject since 1900 have kept school maiters in 
a sSittate of ‘turmoil, and most of the school dis- 
tricts in a state of uncertainty bordering on 
financial embarrassment. Our school bonds, 
prior to the invasion of the field of legislation 
by the State Board, were eagerly sought after 
and brought high prices, while to-day they are 
scanned with doubtful eyes and oniy bid for 
upon ‘the condiltion that tedious and expensive 
litigation shall establish their validity. 

Aside from these considerations, the central- 
ization of school authority in Trenton, and the 
creation of ian independent taxing. body in our 
midsit, called a Board of Estimate, are so 
utterly incompatible with the theory of our 
government and institutions, and hostile to our 
best interests, ‘that it is surprisnig, to say the 
least, that such measures were allowed free 
passage without a word of protest from any 
member of the Legislature. 


But the matter is so important now in all its 
bearings to us as citizens and taxpayers, that 
I trust your Honorable Body will enter your 
protest against any attempt to re-enact it.
